is the theme song of modern mining 
in the high, remote Northern Cascades, 
in the state of Washington, 
A great ridge, Just north of Glacier 
Peak, has been known as Miners’ Ridge 
for some 60 years, It was named by 
prospectors who, with pick and shovel, 
first learned of the ridge’s copper de­ 
posits. In 1900, a mining and smelting 
company staked several claim s on the 
ridge, but the mines were not put into 
production, 
mainly because of their 
inaccesibility. 
In 1954, another mining company, from 
Spokane, became interested in the his­ 
toric ridge. A sm all exploration crew 
was sent into the area by pack train. 
Since then, the project has expanded 
far beyond the ability of packers to su s­ 
tain it. Three years ago, experienced 
mountain flyers, piloting helicopters, a s­ 
sumed the job of supplying the operation, 
At Miners’ Ridge today, the 35 to 40 
men at work are transported quickly and 
comfortably by helicopter; they are 
served fresh fruit, vegetables and meat, 
brought in daily by the 'copters. The 
men even get a daily mail delivery by air. 
Aim of the Miners' Ridge work now is 
to learn the extent and worth of the cop­ 
per deposit. Cores of rock have already 
been taken from more than 1,000 feet 
deep in the ridge.

tie, with the chance of victory over 
Nixon far from promising. 
The .situation that would have been 
favorable to his candidacy— an obvious 
definite weakening of Nixon’s position 
as measured against key Democrats— 
never developed. 
Rockefeller never 
was able to go to the professionals and 
say he could win but Nixon could not. 
On the contrary, after Nixon’s sum­ 
mer visit to Russia he gained popular 
strength .steadily and forged into the 
lead over Sen. John F. Kennedy and 
Adlai Stevenson. 
Politicians who al­ 
ready favored Nixon for other reasons 
became persuaded he could keep the 
White House under OOP control. 
As Rockefeller pointed out, this left 
him with only one possible successful 
course of action. 
He could have en­ 
tered a flock of primaries against Nix­ 
on, hoping to trounce him and thereby 
win the support the pros would not 
otherwise give. 
He decided this was 
too rough and costly a road. 
His choice leaves the Republicans 
free of the dangers of internal combat. 
It also robs them of all the ample pub­ 
licity that would attend such a fight. 
They now will have a diffuclt time sus­ 
taining interest in their activities until 
the fall campaign begins. 
Nixon’s test is over before it began. 
The party’s is just beginning. 


Not since 1941 has one Republican 
candidate for the presidential nomina­ 
tion had so clear a field as Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon now seems to have 
for 1960. 
That year. Thomas E. Dewey had 
nominal opposition from the then Gov­ 
ernor Bricker of Ohio. But it was never 
serious competition and Bricker wound 
up by pulling out at the outset of the 
convention. 
Governor Rockefeller's withdrawal 
from the 1960 race even before the bat­ 
tle is engaged leaves Nixon and his 
party with little to do but concen­ 
trate on building party organization 
throughout the country in preparation 
for the fall campaign. 
Nixon is as good as nominated, al­ 
w ays barring the unforeseen. At pres­ 
ent, the public opinion polls show him 
holding a sizable lead over top Demo­ 
cratic contenders. 
He would have to 
tumble far to alarm GDP professionals 
with the thought that he might not win 
in November. Right now they think he 
can. 
If their fears were really aroused, 
they might come and get Rockefeller in 
a true draft. But that prospect seems 
remote today. 
Rockefeller is clearly a political 
realist. His pull-out recognizes that he 
faced an extremely difficult uphill hat-

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FLYING FIRE FIGHTER — What is part rocket m issile, part airplane, part 
helicopter and carries a fire extinguisher in its nose? The answer is “Firefly,” 
a proposed missile that one day may take the place of fire trucks and heli­ 
copters at airports and remote areas. Launched like a rocket, gliding like a 
plane and hovering like a helicopter, Firefly could be rushed to the scene of a 
downed aircraft, as in drawing above, carrying more than a ton of extinguish­ 
ing fluid. It would be guided by remote control and have sensing devices to 
tell the exact location and severity of a blaze. Firefly was designed bv Solar 
Aircraft Co. of San Diego, Calif. 


FIRE W ARDEN—M issiles like the one above may one day stand guard at air­ 
ports and forest stations. Called “Firefly,” the proposed vehicle would be placed 
on a launcher and shielded with a collapsible plastic cover. On signal from a 
tower operator, rockets would blast it into the air. It would then glide like an 
airplane to the site of the blaze where helicopter rotors would unfold from its 
tail. Hovering over the fire, sensing devices could direct more than a ton cf 
extinguishing fluid. Designed by Solar Aircraft, Firefly would be about 16 fret 
long and weigh 5,000 pounds. It could cover five m iles in 40 seconds o\et 
terrain inaccessible to conventional equipment.
